Gov. Ritchie and Other 
‘Party Leaders Advise 
Nominee to Make More 


Speeches Than Proposed.

Democratic Chiefs Regard

NEW YORK, July 28.—Gov. 


Smith of New York and Gov. Al- 


bert C. Ritchie of Maryland con- 
ferred last night on the presiden- 
tial campaign. Some time ago 
Smith invited Ritchie to visit him 
at the first opportunity. The lat- 
ter came here Thursday for the 
Tunney-Heeney fight and Smith 
arrived from Albany yesterday ~ft- 
ernoon bound with his family for 
a week-end on Long Island. 
Ritchie, accompanied by Howard 
Bruce, Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman from Maryland, 4 
nephew of Senator William Cabei! 
Bruce, and one of the wealthiest 


men of his State. The three imme- 
diately went into conference in the 
Governor’s suite in the Biltmore 
Hotel, and later went to a dinner 
at which some of Smith’s New York 
advisers also were present. 

They included John F. Gilchrist, 
chairman of the Transit Commis- 
sion; J. J. Riordan and some of 
the Governor’s newspaper friends. 

Farm Policy Discussed. 

The major policies of the cam- 
paign, especially with regard to 
prohibition and the farm problem 
were discussed informally. it was 
generally agreed that the pres'- 
dential nominee himself will be 
the determining factor. 

Ritchie and Bruce strongly urged 
Smith to make at least one cam- 
paign speech in Naryland, and also 
sought to wean him from his de- 
cision to conduct his campaign 
chiefly through a limited number 
of radio speeches. Both of ther 
share the conviction of most Dem- 
ocratic leaders that Smith’s person- 
ality is one of his greatest asses, 
and that, although he demonstrer 
ed over the radio that he is a fear- 
less thinker and a student of n.. 
t'onal problems, he would be fort 
goirz the chance to win many 
thousands of votes if he denied 
himself to the public view. 

Maryland for Smith. 

“Of course,” Ritchie said, “Mary- 
land is not in anybody’s political 
pocket. Harding and Coolidge car- 
ried it. In 1926 I carried Balti- 
more by 48,000. The next year the 
Republican candidate for Mayor 
carried the city by 17,000. There 
is a field there for plenty of work 
on both sides. 

“From my observation of the 
state of mind of the people of 
Maryland I am convinced that the 
personality of the candidate tran- 
scends any of the issues in the 
forthcoming campaign. The senti- 
ment for Gov. Smith in the in- 
dustrial centers is surprisingly 
strong. The sentiment for him in 
Baltimore appears to be ovcr- 
whelming, and experience has 


| shown that the candidate who car- 
‘ries Baltimore generally carries the 


rest of the State. Our State lead- 
ers report that, if the election were 
held tomorrow, Smith would carry 
the State by at least 25,000.” 

Surrounded by a group of 
friends, Smith on his arrival here, 
wearing a dark suit and a Panama 
hat, walked down the platform at 
Grand Central Station and up a 
ramp into a waiting room and on 
into the Biltmore Hotel, where he 
has an apartment. Hundreds of 
commuters, hurrying home, passed, 
but few recognized him. 

Gov. Smith and several members 
of his family set out in automobiles 
at noon today for Hampton Bays, 
Long Island, where the Demo- 
cratic candidate will put aside 
thoughts of politics over the week- 
end and will indulge in surf bath- 


ing.

WORTH $480,000 


Articles Had Been Pur- 
chased on Pretext That 
They Were for Wife of 
Wealthy Manufacturer. 


MAID, WHO BOUGHT 
THEM, IN SANITARIUM 


Mrs. Maria J. Leslie Also 
Said to Have Obtained 
Other Gems From a Phil- 
adelphia Firm.

NEW YORK, July 28. — With 
the return to Wanan.aker’s yes- 
terday of the jewels valued at 
$480,000, which Mrs. Maria J. Les- 
lie bought on approval for the ac- 


count of Mrs. Isaac Emerson of 
Baltimore and sought to sell to a 
Fifth Avenue jeweler for $91,000, 
additional details of the investiga- 
tion leading to the recent seizure 
of the jewels on a replevin writ 
were learned. They throw a new 
light on.the mysterious transac- 
tions carried on by Mrs. Leslie. 

Mrs. Leslie, who for two years 
has been employed as housekeep- 
er at Brookland Wood, the coun- 
try place of Capt. Isaac Emerson, 
bromo seltzer manufacturer, now 
is a patient in the sanitarium of 
Dr. E. Bowman in Greenwich, 
Conn., and according to Dr. Bow- 
man she is too ill to see anyone. 

She leaped suddenly into front 
page notice a few days ago when 
a deputy sheriff armed with a 
writ of replevin, obtained by Wan- 
amakers, seized the jewels in the 
twelfth floor establishment of Har- 
ry Winston, jewel dealer, at 
Fifth Avenue. 

Already Paid $53,000. 

Although the jewels are valued 

at $480,000 retail, Mrs. Leslie had 


dae 


agreed to sell them to Winston for 


$91,000. She had received a check 
for $50,000 from Winston, and also, 
according to the jeweler $3000 in 
cash. A second check for $38,000 
had been made out by Winston, but 
payment on it had been stopped. 

In the confusion following the 
seizure, which was the largest of its 
kind in the history of the county, it 
was reported that Mrs. Leslie had 
been acting under express author- 
ity of Mrs. Emerson and an un- 
signed note purporting to have 


been written by Mrs. Emerson was 


produced. L 

The note injected additional 
mystery into the situation. It con- 
tained a line: “I must have money 
to pay Freddie’s gambling debts,’ 
and the intimation was that Mrs. 
Emerson had taken this means to 
raise some money quickly and had 
planned to pay Wanamakers for 
the jewels later. 

There is no question, it was 
learaed yesterday, that Mrs. Leslie 
had authority from Mrs. Emerson 
to make purchases for her account 
at Wanamaker’s and has exercised 
that authority:repeatedly the last 
two years. Because Capt. Emerson 
is rated as worth around $600;000,- 
000, and because Mrs. Leslie had on 
several occasions bought articles at 
Wanamaker’s which she sent to 
Mrs. Emerson for approval and 
which were always paid for 
promptly, it was not regarded as 
anything extraordinary when Mrs. 
Leslie arranged to take £238,000 
worth of jewels on approval for 
Mrs. Emerson. 

Investigators for Wanamakers, 
it was said, were not able to find 
out what Mrs. Leslie had done with 
the proceeds of Winston's first 
check for $50,000. They reported 
discovering, however, that Mrs. 
Leslie had purchased jewels on 
credit from a Philadelphia jewelry 
house and disposed of them in sim- 
ilar manner to other dealers and at 
prices far under their retail value. 

At the same time she purchased 
jewelry on approval for Mrs. Em- 
erson’s account from the Wana- 
maker store in Philadelphia, and 
the jewels for which Winston 
agreed to pay her $38,000 were 
said yesterday to have been those 
purchased from Wanamaker’s in 
Philadelphia. These particular 
jewels, it was said, had a retail 


value of approximately $168,000. 


Said to Have Paid $25,000 Down. 

She is reported to have estab- 
lished her credit with the ‘prom- 
ment Philadelphia jewelry house 
by paying $25,000 down for her 
first purchase, a single stone.

Halide Edib Hanum Will 


Be First Woman Ever to

SAYS TURKISH WOMEN 
HAVE INDEPENDENCE 


There Is Less Polygamy in 
Turkey Now Than in 
Other Countries of 
Europe, She Declares.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 28.—A small, 

dark woman who has been called 

Turkey's Madame de Stael“ and 

“The Woman Behind Mustapha 

Kemal,” arrived here yesterday on 

the Aquitaniu. She is Halide Edib 

Hanum, divorced wife of President 

Kemal of Turkey, originallx a 

novelist,“ in her own words, but 


key, a feminist, a liberal, an 
educator, and again in her own 
words an agitator “for the under 
dog.” She even holds the rank of 
sergeant in the Turkish army. 

Her arrival here is about eight 
years after a price was put on her 
head by the Sultan's government, 
with British troops helping to hunt 
her down. She is in America to 
address the Williamstown Institute 
of Politica, the first woman ever to 
be invited to that platform. At the 
home of Charles R. Crane, former 
American Minister to China, Mme. 
Hanum said that women in Turkey 
now have “every independente ex- 
cept the vote.” In fact their inde- 
pendence is so secyre that she is 
no longer especially concerned 
about it. 

Always for Under Dog. 

“Women were my greatest inter- 
est when they were the under dog.“ 
she said, speaking the English of a 
cosmopolite, with only a slight and 
agreeable accent. “They are not 
that any more. If men ever be- 
come the under dog in my time, I 
might work for them. There is 
not much chance of that in Turkey, 
but it might happen here; you 


know how to keep the men in their 


place. 

“In Turkey the women do what- 
ever there is to be done just as the 
men do. We have doctor-women, 
lawyer-women—very young ones, 
of course, but they are very good. 
Women go into business. At first 
they started as teachers, but the 
war brought them into other pro- 
fessions. 

“Equality of men and women is 
more racial with the Turks than 
with other Eastern peoples. They 
are very much like the Nordic 
people; you see that as you study 
them. Among some of the No- 
madic tribes, men and women are 
absolutely equal. 

“Women don't mix in politics in 
Turkey because they don't want to 
yet, but I don’t think it will take 
long to give them the vote, and 
there won't be any great obstacle 
to overcome.” 

Turkish women now “marry 
whom they want to,” according to 
Mme. Hanum. “The small propor- 
tion of city women who ever wore 
veils have discarded them, while it 
is my understanding that the wom- 
en of Paris have since adopted 
them.” 

Polygamy, “never practiced by 
the better class of people,” she 
continued, is disappearing and 
“what there is of it might be 
called, as you say in America, 
‘bootleg.’ 

Frenchman Has Harem. 

I should say there is less poly- 
gamy in Turkey today than there 
is in other countries in Europe. 
The last instance of a harem that 
I recall in Constantinople wag that 
of a Frenchman who had four 
wives, and that could hardly be 
said to be a Turkish problem.” 

Although she writes under the 
name of Halide Edib, the former 
wife of Kemal. is now married 
to Dr. Adnan, former Dfrec- 
tor-General of Health in Turkey. 
For the last few years they have 
been living in England. A woman 
of charm and intelligence, with 
large dark eyes and a sensitive 
mouth. She wears elothes 
that might have been bought in 
Fifth avenue and is perfectly at 
home with Americans. This last.

Just as a naval signal man wizge 
wagged the opening command, the 
sun broke through for a few bricf 
minutes to make a sparkling pic- 
ture as a chorus of 1200 sang the 
Dutch national anthem. Rain 
throughout most of the morning 
did not prevent Amsterdam from 
turning out en masse, with the re- 
sult that the stadium gates were 
closed a half hour before the cere- 
mony began at 2 o'clock. Thou- 
sands were turned away in a last 
minute crush, which caught many 
late arriving American unprepared. 

The parade of the athletes of 46 
nations aroused spontaneous en- 
thusiasm in the stands, each con- 
tingent stopping to salute before 
the Prince Consort's “*royal box. 
The French athletes did not 
march. 

The red-cindered track with bril- 
Hantly green turf in the center 
formed a striking background to 
the multi-colored uniforms. 

Greeks Lead Parade. 

The Greeks, having the honor 
of leading the procession, were 
followed by the nattily attired Ar- 
gentines. Chile’s group, 30 strong, 
varied the salutes by stopping and 
giving a ringing cheer in front of 
the official box. 

Germany. returning to the field 
after a 16-year absence, turned out 
300 strong, the athietes wearing 
what looked like waiters’ uniforma, 
The Cubans’ lone athiete, Pepe 
Barrientos, did not parade, but the 
standard was born by his coach, 
Kendrigan, and the flag by a Cu- 
ban youth. 

Finland's contingent, simply at- 
tired in white, included Willie 
Ritola, Paavo Nurmi and other 
aces who will start the campaign 
for championships tomorrow. 

The Britons were led by two 
Scouts in kilts with bagpipes, while 
the Italians gave the Fascist salute, 
Panama's sole representative ar- 
rying a flag. preceded by a Dutch 
boy scout with the national stand 
ard. 

Cheers for Americans. 

As the Stars and Stripes cams 
through the portal, a tremendous 
cheer broke out from the stands. 

The sun burst through the thici¢ 
clouds again as Johnny Weisemul- 
ler, bearing the standard, and Bud 
Houser, carrying the flag, preceded 
Major General Douglas McArthur 
and the committeemen. Then came 
the American girls in snappy white 
flannel ensembles. 

The men's uniforms—blue coats 
and white pants—looked natty. The 
cheers were prolonged with an gut- 
burst from the American delegation 
sounding like a yell from the Tan- 
kee Biadium bleachers. 

McArthur saluted in military 
fashion as the athletes from the 
United States passed the official 
stand. The rest of the long Une, 
filling the whole sprint straight 
away. turned their heads in 
acknowledgment of royalty. 

The athietes filed before the 
Duke of Mecklenburg, upon whom, 
in the Queen's absence, fell the 
honor of representing the ancient 
royal house of Orange-Nassau.

FRENCH PACIFIED 
BY DUTCH l 
FOR OLYMPIC ROM 


Revoke Decision to With- 
draw From Games Be- 
cause Gatekeeper 


Punched High Official. 


By the Associated Press. 

AMSTERDAM, July 28.—The 
Dutch-French controversy over the 
alleged insulting and punching of a 
French official by a Dutch stadium 
gatekeeper was closed late today 
as suddenly as it developed. The 
French accepted a formal apology, 
took a special Olympic oath and 
decided to compete in the games 
starting tomorrow. 

The differences were completely 
settled at a session at the French 
headquarters where the highest 
Dutch Olympic authorities ex- 
pressed regrets, announced the of- 
fending gatekeeper had been sum- 
marily removed and pleaded htat 
the French restore the harmony 
which seemed likely to be shattered 
in the midst of the afternoon's 
opening ceremonies. 

To overcome the difficulty of the 
Frenchmen not having taken the 
oath with the rest of the world’s 
athletes in the stadium, a special 
oath was taken on behalf of the 
team by Pierre Lewden, a high 
jumper. 

Diplomats and officials of the 
two countries who figured in the 
harmony proceedings broke a bot- 
tle of champagne over the peace 
pact. 

The situation reached diplo- 
matic proportions when Franz 
Reichel, secretary of the French 
Olympic Committee, told the Ar- 
sociated Press he would consult 
the French Ambassador on a dect- 
sion whether to compete in the 
games. 

Former Foreign Minister Lou- 
don, now Dutch Minister at Paris, 
was hastily summoned to meet the 
French Minister to The Hague. 

It was disclosed that Secretary 
Mericamp of the French Athletic 
Association, was the person who 
was punched by the Dutch gate- 
keeper, who yesterday had refused 
him admittance to the stajium.

Treaty Signed With Na- 
tionalist Government 
Stiplates Non-Discrimina- 
tion Against Americans. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Signa- 
tuhe by the United States of a new 
treaty with the Chinese National- 
ist government, restoring full au- 
tonomy in tariff matters to China, 
was announced simultaneously yes- 
terday in Washington and Pekin, or 
Pieping, the new name meaning 


“northern peace,” of the „ ancient 
Chinese capital. a 

By the terms of the pact, the 
text ot which was made public by 
the State Department, it will be- 
come effective Jan. 1, 1929, pro- 
viding it has been ratified by that 
date, and will supplant all exist- 
ing tariff commitments of China 
to the United States. The restora- 
tion of tariff autonomy by the 
United States, however, is based Ion 
a treaty stipulation of non-dis- 
crimination by China against Amer- 
icans as compared to the nationals 
of any other country. For treaty 
purposes the stipulation is mutual- 
ly binding on both countries. 

The announcement came as a 
surprise since Secretary Kellozg

Japanese Paper Complains of 
„Sam's Secret Diplomacy.”

PEKIN, July 29 (Sunday).— 
Sam's Secret Diplomacy” is the 
heading which appeared today 
over an editorial dealing with the 
treaty signed between the United 
States and China, printed in the 
North China Standard, a Japanese 
newspaper. The editorial said:

To Meet Competition of Auto 


Employes and Managers Agree on $15,000,000 
Yearly Reduction “to Save Roads“ 
More Work Likely to Result. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 28.—Acceptance 
of a reduction of 2% per cent in 
their wages by British railroad 


employes and executives was re- 
garded today as a step toward 
saving the great roads of the coun- 
try. The reduction amounts to 
nearly £3,000,000 annually 115, 
000,000). 

In the face of fierce competi- 
tion from motor vehicles the reve- 
nues of the railways have declined 
steadily. Winston Churchill, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, sought to 
minimize the effect of this compe- 
tition by proposing a reduction of 
the tax burdens of the roads. 

Both the workers and the man- 
agers of the roads recognized the 
need of a compromise in order to 
help the roads out of a poor eco- 
nomic position. 

Working Time Increased. 

‘ One of the effects of the settle- 
ment will be that 100,000 railway 
shopmen, 
only four days a week at the high- 
er rate, will be employed at least 
five days weekly and perhaps full 
time. The companies have prom- 
ised to do this wherever there is 
sufficient work to keep the men 
busy.

ment signed in Britain’s industrial 
history,” by J. H. Thomas, former 
president of the National Union of 
Railway Men and a Labor party 
leader in the House of Commons.

The present 
conference, however, wished to 
avoid referring its problem to the 
board because lengthy delays would 
have resulted and caused further 
losses to the railway companies.

BUYS ONE FOOT STRIP 
T0 VEX A NEIGHBOR 


Anthony Betschart Says He's 
Getting Even for Grievance 
Nursed Since Boyhood. 


A few days ago Anthony Bet- 
schart, now in his forties, traded 
his aged father a chifforobe for 
a plot of ground on Gasconade ave- 
nue and became the owner of a 


strip one foot wide and 125 feet 
long, immediately west of the home 
of Louis Beckman, who for 35 years 


has lived at 2917 Gasconade ave- 


nue, next door to the Betscharts. 
On his property Anthony built a 
fence, and set about to get even 
for grievances he has held against 
Beckman since he was a boy in 


| short trousers. 


The difficulties. began when 
Beckman built his®brick house, as 
he thought, on the western line of 
his property. . 

A later survey shows it to be 
seven inches. over the line. The 
elder Betschart owned the 85 feet 
from there to the corner of Penn- 
sylvania avenue, but when he dis- 
posed of the ground two weeks ago 
to a real estate company, he sold 
only 84 feet, because part of the 
other foot was occupied by his 
neighbor's home. 

The elder Betschart was ndt in- 
clined to make any trouble over the 
encroachment. 

“But that’s because he’s getting 
old,” his son explains. He's 84 
now and easily imposed on. No 
matter what Beckman used to do. 
my father would say, Let's don't 
make any trouble; let’s try to get 
along with him.’” 

No such humility characterizes 
the son’s attitude. Father and son 
lived alone in the house in recent 
years, and so long as the father re- 
mained the owner, his son deferred 
to his wishes. It’s different now. 

The elder Betschart sold his 
property July 12 and three days 
later his son bought the one-foot 
strip. That same day he nailed a 
tight board fence six feet high to 
the picket fence which ran from 
Beckman’s house to the shed in the 
rear. Along the shed, continuing 
the board fence, he stretched two 
lengths of wire. And on the fence 
he painted in large letters the 
words, Hands off!“ 

The younger Betschart insists he 
has no thought of forcing Beck- 
man to buy his strip of ground. 
Perversely, he wants to remain his 
neighbor. He wants to be able to 
prevent Beckman from putting two 
windows in the west wall of his 
home, which he says Beckman 
hopes to do. 

He wants to get even, he says. 
for the time,.35 years ago, when 
Beckman stretched & wire fence 
across his ground, then a vacant 
lot, to prevent teams employed in 
construction of a sewer the elder 
Betschart was building from en- 
tering there. He says also Beck- 
man once tore down a board fence 
Betschart once built. on the prop- 
erty line and split the boards to 
make the picket fence which still 
stands, and he thinks of the time 
years ago when Beckman's dog 
killed a smaller one of his, and how 
Beckman: laughed at his grief over 
the loss of the dog.

5 APPOINTED T 
ENGLISH PRIMACY 


King George. Approves 
Nomination of Prelate of 
York to Be Head of 
Church of England. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 28.—King George 
yesterday gave his approval to the 
nomination of the Archbishop of 


York, the Most Rev. Cosmo Gor- 
don Lang to be Archbishop of Can- 
terbury and Primate of England. 
He will succeed the Right Rev. 
Randall Thomas Davidson, wh re- 
signed, effective Nov. 12. 

The transfe.: of the Rev. Dr. 
Lang from York to Canterbury has 
been generally anticipated since the 
elder prelate first intimated his res- 
ignation was impending. His close 
relationship to Dr. Davidson in ef- 
forts to find a solution of the con- 
troversy over the new prayerbook 
and his long acquaintance with 
arch-Episcopal work made him in 
the eyes of churchmen the logical 
successor to the primacy. 

Dr. Lang has been head of the 


20 years, succeeding to that post 
in 1908 when, he was dean of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. Like Dr. Da- 
vidson he comes from a Scottish 
Presbyterian manse, and his aged 
father, then an ex-moderator of 
the Scottish church, was present 
at his enthronement in York min- 
ster. 

The new Archbishop of Canter- 
bury was born Oct. 31, 1864. He 
was educated at Glasgow Univer- 
sity and Balliol College, Oxford. 
The most active years of his life 
were when, as Bishop of Stepney, 
he was the deputy of the present 
Bishop of London in overseeing the 
spiritual life of the city’s east end. 
He gained at that time and has 
retained a reputation of being one 
of the most forceful debaters in 
the House of Lords and one of the 
best platform speakers in England. 

No announcement has been made 
concerning Dr. Lang’s successor at 
York. The names of the Bishops 
of Durham, Winchester, and Ox- 
ford have been mentioned.

ITALIA SURVIVORS 
AVOID STOCKROLM 
ON WAY TOITALY 


Their Car Is Uncoupled 
From Train at Kryblo 
Junction, 80 Miles From 


Swed'sh Capital. 


By the Associated Press. 
STOCKHOLM, July 28: — The 
survivors of the Italia disaster ar- 
rived at Kryblo Junction, 80 miles 
northwest of Stockholm, in thrill 
special railroad car at 6 a. m. to- 
day. The car was uncoupled from 


the regular train since it will pro- 
ceed toward Italy by another route. 
avoiding Stockholm, The car will 
cross to Germany by train ferry. 

Prof. F. Behounek, Czecho-slo- 
vakian meteorologist, and his sis- 
ter were the only ones who arose 
to talk to friends. ‘These included 
the professor's fiancee, who came 
from Stockholm to see them. 

The Swedish Nobile rescue nis- 
sion which was aboard the same 
train continued on to Stockholm, 
arriving in the capital at 9 a. m. 
They were received officially by 
the defense who welcomed them 
warmly. A large crowd gathered 
at the station and along the streets 
and cheered them all along the 
route. 

No Hostile Demonstrations. 

Although there have been in- 
quisitive onlookers at every sta- 
tion, the passage of the survivors 
through Sweden has not been at- 
tended by any hostile demonstra- 
tion. 

Capt. Alberte Mariano, whose 
leg was amputated after gangrene 
set in, was not returning with his 
comrades aboard their special car 
to Italy today. He was left be- 
hind on the base ship Citta di 
Milano at Narvik since he was too 
ill to make the journey home. 

A little girl handed Gen. Um- 
berto Nobile a bunch of flowers at 
the small country station of Vin- 
deln. 

The commander of the Italia re- 
marked to a newspaper man later. 
Tell your. paper there is much 
bitterness in my heart but I was 
deeply affected by the magnanim- 
ity of this sweet little Swedish girl 
who in a lovable manner handed 
me beautiful flowers.” 

Nobile Uncertain About Plans. 

The car of the Italians was cou- 
pled to the train so that everyone 
could pass through it freely and 
they were not segregated in any 
manner. They took their meals 
in the general dining car. 

Gen. Nobile said he did not 
know whether he would return to 
Spitzbergen to participate in the 
search for the six members of the 
airship crew still missing and for 
Roald Amundsen and the five men 
with him. He must first learn the 
orders of the Italian Government. 
The Citta di Milano will stay at 
Narvik for a week awaiting two 
new Italian seaplanes before going 
to Spitzbergen. 


Russia Requested to Bar Interviews 
on Italia Rescue, 
By the Associated Press. 
WARSAW, Poland, July 28.— 
The Moscow correspondent of the 
Kurier Warszawski reports that 
the Italian Minister to Russia has 
requested the Soviet Government to 
forbid members of the Soviet res- 
cue expedition from giving inter- 
views concerning the fate of the 
Italia and the rescue of its sur- 
vivors. The Soviet Government has 
not yet replied to the request.

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Sacred Lotus of Hindus 
Blooms in Shaw’s Garden 


Throne of Buddha” and Oriental Symbol of 
Beauty, an Eight-Inch Pink Blossom, 


at Its Best This Month. 


One of the earliest flowers to 
win a place in poetry and religion, 
the Hindu sacred lotus, is bloom- 
ing like a great rose-colored bowl 
at Shaw's Garden. 

This flower, cherished for cen- 
turies before Herodotus wrote his 
tribute to its loveliness, it a bit off 
the beaten track of casual visitors 
to the garden. They cannot, how- 
ever, miss the magnificent trop- 
ical hybrids developed by Supt. 
Pring, which dot the pools of the 
entrance plaza in a splendor of 
subtle and unusual color combina- 
tlons— some of them so unusual 
as to amaze specialists. 

But the tropical lilies, which 
should be at their height, were 
retarded three weeks by the cold 
June weather, while the sacred 
lotus and four pools of beautiful 
hardy lilies are at their best. Prob- 
ably more visitors than previously 
will see them this summer, for 
they are directly north of the new 
medicinal garden, which has led 
many St. Louisans for the first 
time to explore the interesting 
territory west of the main range 
of greenhouses. 

“Throne of Buddha.” 


The Hindu lotus, or Nelumbo, 
is the flower-throne of Buddha 
the Enlightened and the “padma” 
or lotus of the Hindu prayer 
Once the world, they say, was a 
golden lotus, although the sacred 
lotus is not gold, byt pink. 

Herodotus described the lotuses 
well as “lilies like roses,” with 
fruits “like wasps’ nests” and edi- 
ble seeds “of the size of an olive 
stone.” And half a glance at the 
eight-inch blossom, truly like a 


| 


great rose of unusually rounded 
symmet shows why it became 
the throfie of Buddha and a sym- 
bol of feminine beauty. 

The Homeric lotus, which con- 


ferred upon the crew of Odysseus 
a delicious but unpractical laziness 
and forgetfulness, wasatree. The 


lotus of the Chinese poets was 
small and white, and they called 
the tiny feet of their beluved 
“golden lotuses.” Another Chinese 
wrote that the peony was the flow- 
er of magnificence, the chrysanthe- 
mum of modesty and steadfastness, 
and the lotus of purity. There is 
also an American lotus, the yellow- 
blooming Hly which literally covers 
Upper Creve Coeur Lake. Noue of 
the three is closely related to the 
Hindu lotus, and none is so strik- 
ing. 

Nelumbo, the sacred lotus, 1s in 
the northernmost of the four pools 
About it and almost rivaling its 
loveliness are hardy lilies, white, 
clear yetlow. and pink deepening to 
amaranth or dusky carmen. This 
impressive range of shades is due 
to the work of one man, a French- 
man named Marllae. The hardy 
lily originally was white, with only 
a tinge of pink. Marliac developed 
all the pinks and reds by successive 
hybridization from two native II- 
lies with the pink tinge, the Cape 
Cod lily of the United States and 
the alba of Sweden. He guarded 
the secret of his yellow Hilly for 
some years, but at length divulged 
that it was hybridized from the 
yellow Florida lily, which is semi- 
tropical and not hardy. All these 
hardy hybrids will live outdoor 
throughout the year in this clinrate.

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DOES IT PAY? 


Assertions that the inquiry now being made into 
the practices of public utilities by the Federal Trade 
Commission is a costly dud out of which the taxpayer 
is getting nothing have aroused some very righteous 
protests. The Chicago Tribune, whose Washington 
| correspondent seems to have been the author of this 
theory, is hearing from some of its readers. One 
of these says: 


Cheer up. It isn’t as bad as that. The utility 
probe is getting good results. The St. Louis 
electric utility has run for cover by cutting its 
rates $700,000 a year, and the St. Louis city 
government will try to prove a total cut of 
$1,500,000 a year can be made without depriving 
the utility of a liberal return on its legitimate 
valuation. Both utilities in San Francisco have 
voluntarily cut residence rates to 5 cents maxi- 
mum and 1% cents minimum. Similar rate 
reductions are reported from several other 
places. Fact is, the electric utilities for five 
years past have been collecting vastly more than 
the fair return on real investment, which is all 
they are entitled to get, as State-protected 
monopolies. 

The utility propaganda exposed by the utility 
probe, ostensibly aimed to “combat public own- 
ership,” was actually meant to divert public 
notice from excessive rates and profits: New 
economies in generating and delivering electric 
service achieved during the last 10 years have 
Bot been shared with utility customers to the 
extent they should have been. These savings, 
running into enormous sums, have been grabbed 
by the holding companies that control the op- 
erating utilities. As a result, holding company 
common stocks have risen 500 to 2000 per cent 
in market value in 10 years. 

Some of these facts have been shown up by 
the utility probe: others will be revealed when 
the inquiry is resumed in the fall. The probe 
will save the public at least $50,000,000 a year 
in electric service rate cuts in the near future, 
and you'll admit that will amply justify an 
expenditure of $200,000 of public funds.

the want of character, of the officers, men 
or women, chosen to administer, to enforce 
the daw. <A stream cannot rise higher than 
its source. There are many citizens who 
can recall the names of many of our for- 
mer Circuit Judges, and when those names 
re compared in character, learning and 
ability with the names of the Judges who, 
in recent years, have been placed upon the 
bench, the tremendous, almost perpendicu- 
lar falling or deterioration in the adminia- 
tration of the law, will be at once obvious.

. DMINISTRATION of the law, both civil 


member of the bar for judicial office who . 


had not by his years of industry at the bar 
and by rears of upright conduct among his 
associates at the bar demonstrated not oniy 
that he possessed the requisite high char- 
acter, but also the necessary learning in the 
law, the ability to apply the law. before 
he could be nominated by the people for 
the high and responsible position of Judge. 
All of the names of the former Judges of 
the Circuit Court of the City of St. Louis, 
now deceased, mentioned above, were men 
whose character, whose standing at the bar, 
whose skill and learning in their pfefession. 
were well known to the members of the bar 
before they aspired or were nominated for 
the position of Circuit Judge. And R goes 
without saying that when the circuit bench 
of the City of St. Louis was manned by such 
men there was no word or sound of com- 
plaint that either the criminal law or the 
civil law was not well administered. Many 
eminent men, students, professors of law. 
Bar Association committees, public writers, 
have written ad nauseam in their efforts te 
account for the breaking down of the ad- 
ministration of the criminal law. The clalm 
has been made by neariy all of the writers 
on that subject that the law is itself defec- 
ve in many respects, that there are te 


many loop-holes of escape furnished the 
criminals, that the law as it exists is in 
great part “framed” in the interest of the 
criminal and against the interest of the 
public. I am not contending that the laws 
is perfect and should not be amended ia 
certain respects, but it is idle. it seems ta 
me, to seek the causes of the breaking down 
of the administration of the criminal law 1 
defects in that system of laws which has 
been in force for many, many years, and 
under which system the criminal law was 
for centuries effectively enforced. We must 
look belew the surface, and if we look deep- 
ly enough we shall find that the greatest 
contributing cause to the lax administra- 
tion of the criminal law (and the civil law 
as well) is due to the fact that the men 
who have been placeck in charge of the 
work-of administering the law are unfit 
for the office. It is worse than idle to ez 
pect a good job from a poor workman. it 
is worse than idle to expect an artistic re- 
sult from a bunglier. If one of our citizens 
wanted a house buijt for use as his home, 
would he employ a biacksmith for that pur- 
pose? And if he did, what could he expec: 
as a result? If one of our national banks 
wanted a president, would the stockholders 
select a taxicab driver? If a manufacturing 
Dusiness required a general manager. would 
it select for that position a man who knew 
nathing about the particular business, who 
had no experience in that particular line of 
business and who had no experience in the 
management of men? Admitting that in 
each of the cases supposed the man seeking 
the job had recommended himself most 


highly for the position, would the citizens 


be justified in making their selections “rom 
such candidates? For example, the biack- 
amith comes to the citizen and says to “im, 
“Tl want the contract for erecting your fine 
residence. It is true, I have never had 
any experience in building. I am not an 
achitect, I know nothing of the work of 
building or laying foundations nor erecting 
walla I am not a carpenter nor a brick- 
layer, nor mason, nor plumber; I am a 
blacksmith, but I want the job.” It is plain. 
of course, in our private affairs we ar 
more careful in the selection of men to do 
our special work.than we are tn matters of 
public concern. and the result is that in 
matters of public concern we all suffer, 
or are made to suffer, by reason of our lack 
ot foresight and lack of judgment or dis- 
crimination in the selection of public off! 
cials. 


RELATIONS WITH CHINA.

EPRESENTATIVE STEPHEN G. 


PORTER, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, calis attention to 
the resolution proposed by him and adopted 
by Congress, urging the Government to ne- 
gotiate a new treaty with China. He sug- 
gests that the time is now opportune for 
breaking new ground in dealing with China, 
following the pacification of that country 
and the acquisition of full control by the 
Nationalists. With the exception of Man- 
churia, the Nationalists have undisputed 
sway, and the steps they have taken and 
projected give every promise of a successful 
installation of Stable government. 

The new government is republican in 
character, and fully alive to the necessity 
of freeing China from unjust and enerous 
treaties. The sensible and fust thing for the 
powers to do is to revise their treaties with 
China, without waiting for violent manifes- 
tations on her part. There can be no ques- 
tien that Chima means business.

TWELVE MEN. By Theodore 
Dreiser. (The Modern Library.) 
The dozen character sketches

Ra- 
ther, they illustrate admirably 
what genuine realism is, being 
written with human understanding 
and sympathy. The first sketch. 
entitled “Peter,” is of local inter- 
est, being reminiscent of Dreiser’s 
St. Louis days in the early 90's and 
dealing with a character who seems 
to have been well known in jour- 
nalistic circles here a generation 
ago. “My Brother Paul,” which 
has been iseved in a separate vol- 
ume, is an exquisitely tender thing.

ABOVE SEASONAL MARK 


Federal Reserve Board Report 
for June Discloses Large 
Building Contracts. 


| By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. July 28.—<Auto- 


| mobile production in June was con- 


siderably less than the usual sea- 
sonal decline, the Federal Reserve 
Board reported yesterday in a sum- 
mary of general business and fi- 
nancial conditions. 

The report, based upon statistics 
for June and part of July, said that 


weekly employment figures from 
Detroit indicated that operations 
of automobile plants were well 
maintained during the first three 
weeks” of this month. 5 

“Industrial production and the 
distribution of commodities in June 
were in smaller volume than in 
May,” the report continued, “and 
the general level of wholesale 
prices, following a sharp advance 
in April and May, also declined. 
Member bank credit was in rec- 
ord volume early in July and in- 
debtedness at the reserve banks, 
was larger than at any time in the 
past six years. 


“Activity of manufacturing in- 
dustries declined slightly in June, 
and there was a decrease of about 
6 per cent in ‘tthe output of min- 
erals owing to declines in the pro- 
duction of coal. The manufacture 
of iron and steel decreased in June 
by somewhat more than the usual 
seasonal amount, but there are in- 
dications that there were no fur- 
ther declines in July and the in- 
dustry was somewhat more active 
than a year ago. Production of 
flour and activity of cotton and 
wool milis also declined in June.” 


The report said that the manu- 
facture of agricultural implements 
and machine tools continued in 
July at the “high levels reached 
last spring.” and that the pro- 
duction of lumber, copper and 
shoes and the activity of silk mills 
increased in June.

added, and total awards for the 
first half of the year exceeded 
those for any previous correspond- 
ing period.

A shoot to kill order if the con- 
victs showed signs of figtt was 
given by R. J. Flanagan, manager 


of the three prison farms in this 


section. Some of the men were 
known to be armed with weapons 
taken from Henry Ward, guard. 
who was killed, and Jim Jeeter, 
guard, who was disarmed and later 
slightly wounded. 

Flanagan said he thought his 
posse had surrounded the fugitives 
in the Richmond swamp land.

UMMER sets us thinking again 
8 of the many conscientious wives 

and mothers for whom house- 
keeping is such hard, hot work at 
this time of year. And what some 
of them may consider our beset- 
ting heresy raises its head and 
asks, between sympathy and im- 
patience, why do they do it? Why, 
we mean, do they keep to the old, 
laborious ways and rules of con- 
ducting a home,. when the ther- 
mometer is playing tag among the 
nineties? Why can’t summer 
housekeeping be cooled,..clarified, 
simplified, stripped of all but ele- 
mentary essentials—so that the 
housekeeper’s health, comfort and 
disposition may benefit? 

First-off, we concede that, if 
there is a baby in the house, a 
woman must work as hard in sum- 
mer as in winter slow-cooking the 
cereal and the spinach, laundering 
the many small garments. Second- 
ly, there is a type of housekeeper 
whose house is her baby. In hot 
weather as in cold, she gets real 
satisfaction out of her efforts to 
keep everything “nice.” She 
doesn’t want to take things easy 
or let things go, and she's perfect- 
ly right to follow her personal in- 
clination and keep house in sum- 
mer as beautifully and carefully 
as at any othef time of year. 

All we would suggest is that the 
many other women, who perhaps 
are not strong, or who have one or 
more growing children to care for 
as well as a house, or who com- 
bine some other work with home. 
making, should turn a cool, ob- 
serving eye on the hot-weather 
housekeeping that so wearies them 
and see the many ways in which 
they can make life easier for them. 

Perhaps they will be in- 
terested in hearing of home's sum- 
mer labor-saving devices which we 
have tested and found successful.

HE first and best trick, in our 
Teen. is to get away from the 

city house or apartment to a 
bungalow or a camp.

The 
housekeeper's easiest way of dodg- 
ing the tyranny of her convention- 
al processes and possessions is to 
run away from them to a simpler 
environment. 

But, if you must stay in town, 
why can’t you follow the example 
of women camp-housekeepers— 
eliminate and simplify? In an 
apartment, as well as in a bunga- 
low, you can almost make dusting 
unnecessary by putting away dust- 
collecting ornaments and draperies. 
We found the jolliest work-proof 
curtains for our bungalow this year 
—rubberized cretonne, which 
doesn’t have to be either hemmed 
or laundered. When the gay roses 
and blue star-flowers dim, all you 
have to do is to s»read the curtain 
on the table and sponge it off with 
a damp cloth. 

Speaking of the table, why table- 
linen in summer? Why not paper 
mats and napkins, or the simple 
Olicloth? These things come in 
charming flowered patterns, and 
they’re so much easier to care for 
than linen and lace. 

Usink the word “table” in another 
sense, We have found that it can be 
much simplified, in hot weather, 
with positive benefit to the rest of 
the family as well as to the cook!

Sir Edward Elgar’s stately pro- 
cessional, Pomp and  Circum- 
stance,” has something of the 
stur ness of the British national 
character and epitomizes the dig- 
nity and impressive ceremonial that 
are characteristic of state functions 
in England, particularly in the 
Cathedral of St. Paul or the Abbey 
at Westminster. The broad middle 
part of this march has had words 
written for it (the march was 
really composed for the coronation 
of King Edward VIII), and these 
words, set to a magnificent theme. 
are known as “Land of Hope and 
Glory.” By frequent repetition 
they have become a sort of na- 
tional song. 

The Nutcracker Suite is the in- 
cidental music to Tschaikowsky’s 
beautiful. ballet-pantomime. Ot 
particular interest are The Dance 
of the Sugar Plum Fairy,” the 
“Danse Arabe,” Dance Chinois,” 
and the closing Walts of the 
Flowers.” 

The wild Rakoczy March from 
the Berlioz music-drama “The 
Damnation of Faust” is one of the 
stirring pieces which make up this 
suite, now reduced to the concert 
platform. It is a wild Hungarian 
song of the wandering musicians 
of that land. 

The Shepherd's Hey is a charm- 
ing folk-theme written out in mod- 
ern style by the Australian pianist- 
composer, Percy Aldridge Grainger, 


a sound musician with a sense of 
almost childish humor, a tribute to 
his Irish ancestry. 

The Overture to Rossini’s almost 
forgotten opera, “William Tell,” is 
so widely known as to need little 
comment, It has a peaceful, pas- 
torale opening, typical of the Swiss 
people and their fair, mountainous 
land, but toward its close the 
trumpet call to arms is heard and 
the brave mountaineers rush to re- 
pel the Austrian invader in a thrill- 
ing quick-step., 

The Eighth Symphony of Franz 
Schubert (1797-1828) is but a frag- 
ment, but although “Unfinished” 
it is complete as a lovely work. The 
first two movements are complete. 
There were nine bars of a Scherzo 
discovered later and with these the 
work stops. Few works are more 
beautiful in form or perfect in mu- 
sica] ideas, The first page of the 
score is dated Vienna, “October 30, 
1822.” The first performance was 
given at the Crystal Palace, Lon- 
don, in the same year. It is one of 
the favorite numbers of the con- 
cert stage.

For this reason files should not be 
allowed to settle on sick people or 
anybody suffering from contagious 
disease. Special care should be 
taken to prevent flies from coming 
into contact with the matter spat 
by consumptives, The same 
‘ule holds with evacuations from 
ople with cholera, typhoid fever, 
dysentery and summer diarrhea. 

It is wiser to prevent breeding 
than to kill flies. Maggots can- 
not breed in dry refuse, therefore 
house refuse should be burnt or 
destroyed. manure and offal fre- 

nently removed and kept in bins 

All dust 
bins, to be sanitary, should have 
ight covers and no wet refuse
